Still Reeps going when the 
rest have stopped 
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Cold Comfort 


Ai ARCH, they say, comes in like a lion and goes out like a lamb. Last 


week the lion was roaring again and there were the usual traffic 

difficulties, old cars that would not start and engines which froze-up. 
Iced-up windscreens were also a problem and it seemed a little unfair that 
car interior heaters came in for so much blame for being inefficient when 
in fact it was the fault, as often as not, of the engine temperature. 

The majority of cars today run with water temperature—in the cylinder- 
head casting—at around 70 deg C; a thermostat, set at about this figure, hokds 
the temperature by controlling the flow through the radiator if the water 
gets cooler. In very cold weather many engines do not reach this temperature 
easily, and unless the water for the car heater is taken from the hottest point 
on the cylinder head, the heater itself may receive it at no more than 50 
or 60 deg. This is the reason for the inadequate heating of many cars 
in cold weather and the lack of a hot air blast to de-ice and de-mist the 
windscreen. 

With hick there will not be much more really cold weather in Great 
Britain this year, but the problem remains for some months in many 
countries overseas. Where the outside temperature is consistently below 
freezing, a radiator muff and other cold-excluding devices are, no doubt, the 
best answer, but where the temperature fluctuates widely through much 
of the year a controllable blind and/or thermostat set for a higher tempera- 
ture are well worth considering. In cold weather it is easy enough to mix 
in more fresh air if a car gets too hot, but absence of warmth is the problem on 
many a spring morning. Sheets of cardboard or aluminium: are a poor 
substitute for proper equipment. 


Heat 


CAR temperature—heat, getting rid of it, using it elsewhere—is in 
reality one subject, one that has been much neglected yet offers opportunities 
for greater efficiency and comfort. The control of engine heat and the 
design of car radiators has progressed little further than those for aircraft of 
circa 1930. There is no doubt that in due course car cooling systems will 
be scientifically designed with an eye on aerodynamics, cooling drag and 
the use of the heat to help propulsion, if not positively in the form of thrust, 
then by ejecting it at a point where the air flow under or round the car 
needs boosting to reduce drag. 

The marked improvement in performance which follows the fitting of a 
complete underfairing on a car is already well known, yet few are so fitted. 
Inaccessibility is quoted sometimes as a disadvantage, but it need not be 
so. By now it should be possible to wrap up engines, transmissions and 
chassis for many thousands of miles; they might themselves benefit directly 
from such protection and that rarity, a clean engine compartment, might 
become less rare. 

The haphazard approach to so important a subject sometimes generates as 
much heat under our collars as many cars seem to be capable of producing 
through their heater ducts.

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Proving Ground 


ROUGH, TOUGH TEST TRACK 
FOR AUSTRALIAN PRODUCTS 


Holden Lang-Lang proving ground is already in con- 
tinuous use for durability testing of the G.M. range 
of cars, buses and trucks sold in Australia. In addition to 
the Australian-made Holdens and the American Chevrolets, 
British Bedford and Vauxhall vehicles are being tested there. 
Located on 2,166.8 acres of bushland about 56 miles south- 
east of Melbourne, the new proving ground is the first of its 
type in the Southern hemisphere. Its design is based on those 
of General Motors’ proving grounds at Milford, Phoenix and 
Pike’s Peak in the U.S.A., modified to Australian conditions. 
Eight miles of roads now in use comprise 4.4 miles of bitumen, 
1.3 miles of gravel surface, 1.3 miles of “unimproved” loose 
sand, and a mile of what is known as the “ rough track.” Gradi- 
ents of both sealed and rough surfaces range from 1 in 4.2 to 
1 in 20, and it is estimated that every 1,000 miles of running is 
equivalent to 4,000 miles on ordinary Australian roads. On the 
rough track, however, every 1,000 miles of running is claimed 
to be equal to 20,000 of outback driving. 

The rough section contains sections of 4in rocks, 2in crushed 
rock, Belgian block concrete shake road, irregular concrete, a 
hop-and-tramp section, and pot-holed concrete. A watersplash 
and mud bath are situated at the end of the “ rough.” 

Durability testing follows a fixed schedule. Working under 
the guidance of factory mechanics and engineers, the teams of

In addition to durability testing of standard models taken 
from production lines, experimental testing both of parts and 
accessories anc of new models will be conducted. 

Excavations are being made and embankments built for a 
3-mile speed loop which, when completed by early next year, 
will have a 50-ft track with an elevation of 7.6ft at the outside, 
designed to take cars at speeds up to 110 m.p.h. It is expected 
to bring to light engineering problems not readily obtainable 
under present testing conditions. 

Projected in 1955, the proving ground has been prepared

remarkably quickly; up to the present it has cost over £A400,000. 
The area is enclosed by nine miles of 8ft fencing, and no part 
of the track is visible from outside. Dense bush in the area 
proved a problem, and a special drive had to be made to chase 
all kangaroos (a real road hazard) out through the main gates. 

A weather station has automatic gauges recording wind velo- 
city and direction, humidity, rainfall and the like, to correlate 
performance data with the conditions applicable at the time of 
testing. The main buildings of the testing ground are all 
grouped at the entrance near the Bass Highway. 

Although the main testing circuit will be completed with the 
speed loop, new types of tests are being constructed or planned 
already and these will be added as they appear necessary 

One is the provision of a concrete ditch, ]0in deep and 28in 
wide, across which cars will be driven at speeds up to 25 m.p.h.; 
the test will be so rigorous that it would not appear to need 
many runs at 25 m.p.h. to test any front suspension and steering 
to failure of the weakest part.

interested in the Scilly Isles, which lie 25 miles from 
Land’s End in a little world of their own, remote and un- 
hurried—a little world of enchantment for those who love 
natural beauty and peace. 

No writers of old recorded the Island’s history;. it may have 
been that the Phoenicians mined tin there many centuries B.C., 
and there is some indication of Roman occupation. After that, 
until the 16th century, the islands were occupied by pirates 
and wild adventurers who found in their inaccessibility an ideal 
base from which to prey on shipping. 

Queen Elizabeth caused Star Castle, on St. Mary’s, to be built 
in 1593, and manned by a military garrison to prevent the 
Spaniards from making it a base from which to launch a second 
Armada. Some years after Cromwell had founded the Common-

wealth, the Isles were a stronghold of Royalists and pirates 
until resistance was overcome in 1651 by a strong naval and 
military force under Admiral Blake. 

Thereafter life was hard for the islanders, who scraped a 
scanty living by fishing, producing kelp—a compound of burnt 
seaweed which was used on the mainland for making glass—and 
by building boats and small ships. Fortune really smiled on the 
islands when flowers became their main livelihood. 

The traveller reaches the Scillies via Penzance, from whence 
the modern ship Scillonian takes about three hours to reach St. 
Mary’s. Cars may be slung on board from the quayside. 

St. Mary’s is by far the largest of the islands, and the Scil- 
lonian docks there at Hughtown, which is the only town or 
indeed village, of any size at all. Hughtown, stretching round 
a large sandy bay, is the focal point of everything which goes 
on in the islands. From here expeditions can be made along 
the narrow but well-surfaced roads which network St. Mary’s. 
There is a sporting nine-hole golf course, and all round the 
island are innumerable sandy beaches for bathing, which are not 
dangerous except in rough weather. In places the coastline is 
most impressive—rather reminiscent of Cornwall—and many 
strange rock formations are to be seen. 

For those interested in history, there are a number of very 
ancient sites of villages and burial places; full details of these 
sites are available in booklets which-can be purchased in 
Hughtown. 

In the season—which lasts from April to October—every hotel 
and boarding house is oversubscribed by would-be visitors, but 
the strange thing is that by mid-day, even in the height of 
summer, not a soul except the regular inhabitants is to be seen 
in town. ‘The reason is that there are secluded coves and 
beaches for all, particularly because a fleet of motor fishing boats 
takes holidaymakers for day visits to the other inhabited and 
uninhabited islands, as well as to the famous lighthouses such 
as Bishop’s Rock. 

The island of Tresco is probably most visited, by reason of 
its world-famous tropical garden. In the 12th century the monks 
of Tresco Abbey founded the garden which, in spite of the 
virtual disappearance of the original Abbey, still flourishes, and 
contains plants from the Mediterranean, Africa, Arabia and even

Mexico. An intriguing but somewhat macabre corner of the 
garden is called “Valhalla”; this is a stone summerhouse 
decorated with figureheads from sailing ships which were 
wrecked on the rocks round Tresco in past years. The island 
of Annet is a bird sanctuary where seabirds, rarely seen on the 
mainland, are found in great numbers; in the waters around are 
porpoise; seals and basking sharks. 

The character of the islands is largely governed by the climate 
which, thanks to the Gulf Stream, is much warmer than that of 
the mainland. Frost and snow are virtually unknown and, as 
a comsequence, the vegetables and flower season begins in 
December. It was the realization of this advantage in 1880 
which laid the foundation of the present cut-flower industry 
which gives employment to over 75 per cent of the islanders, 
for in that year the first box of daffodils was sent to Covent 
Garden. Now the annual total of flowers sent to the mainland 
has reached 1,200 tons. 

The picking season is from December to March; there are 
several large and highly organized farms, and in addition nearly 
every cottage has its little daffodil patch which adds something 
to the family income. 

The flowers, grown in small fields protected by substantial 
windbreak hedges, are always picked while in bud. They are 
taken to glasshouses attached to the farms, and allowed to dry 
out and open a little before they are packed in ventilated card-

board boxes and dispatched to Hughtown quay to be loaded in 
the Scillonian. Flowers from outlying islands have first to 
make the journey in a fishing boat, which can be hazardous in 
stormy weather. When the sea is too y i yh flowers can be” 
held back by being stored in a cool, dark stonebuilt building, 
and most farms are well equipped in this respect. 

At the end of the season the ground is cleaned and fertilized 
and some bulbs are lifted, cleaned, separated, sterilized and 
replanted. It is usual to leave bulbs in the ground for four years 
before replanting, and if this is done systematically the useful 
life of a bulb is incredibly long—some farmers claim 100 years 
and more. 

The other main industry, fishing, is on the decline, because 
in recent years the good fishing grounds appear to have moved 
farther into the Atlantic, and it is no longer worth while to incur 
heavy expense and considerable danger to achieve an indifferent 
catch. Lobster fishing is still carried on in season, and so fine 
are the shellfish that at one time they were ap engnenes to France. 

Even the necessity to book acc a year in advance 
should not deter the uninitiated from me his first trip to the 
“ Fortunate Ieles,” as they are often called. It is to be doubted 
if anyone has ever done so and been disappointed. The islanders 
form a sturdy, independent community, and one in which a 
stranger is received with as much warmth and kindness as any- 
where in the world.

Heater for Victor 


[N planning the Delanair heater instal- 
lation for the Vauxhall Victor, 
Delaney Gallay, Ltd., have incorporated 
unusual provisions. There is fresh air 
heating from the outside intake, variable 
at will to modify recirculatory heating of 
the air already in a car. It is suggested 
that in traffic hold-ups, when the atmo- 
sphere is unpleasant, one might go over 
to recirculatory heating. 

In addition, the Ranco valve may be set 
by the driver to maintain any desired 
temperature in the interior. It works 
thermostatically on the hot water supply. 
It is possible to use recirculatory and fresh 
air heating at the same time. 

The installation is compact, not intrud- 
ing into any useful space, and inexpensive 
at £12 15s, which includes the fitting kit, 
and windscreen demisters. It is possible, 
for conditions of severe screen icing, to 
divert all the heater’s output for the time 
to the demister ducts only. 

Running is quiet. Finish and construc- 
tion are good; in fact, the Delanair is 
effective, and good value.

Exhaust Pipe Demister 


DEVICE for demisting the rear win- 

dow, the Re-Mis-Go is based-on a 
forward-facing intake, protected by a grille, 
and attached by a steel strap to the ex- 
haust pipe at a point just forward of the 
silencer. From the intake, a flexible pipe 
leads through a hole which must be made 
somewhere in the bottom of the car, to 
a fan-shaped outlet nozzle placed so that 
its air flow is directed against the win- 
dow. Metal parts are made of strong 
sheet, welded. 

The makers are E. B. Richardson, 56, 
High Lane, Chorlton-cum-Hardy, Man- 
chester, 21, and the price, including the 
long flexible piping, is £3 5s. 

Rear windows are not exacting in their 
demisting requirements; for unlike wind- 
screens, they are not subject to a blast 
of icy air. The Re-Mis-Go device sends 
through plenty of warmed air when the 
car moves. Even at the halt, rearward 
draught under a car (from the fan), and 
the natural rising of warm air, keeps it 
working. 

The under-car air stream may contain 
fumes from exhaust joint leaks and the 
crankcase breather, but in very diluted 
form. When an exhaust pipe corrodes 
and leaks, it usually does so at or after the 
silencer; this is, no doubt, one reason that 
fitting of the Re-Mis-Go ahead of the 
silencer is advised.

Powerful Horn 


N unusual emergency horn, portable 

and self-contained, is produced by 

the Falcon Alarm Co., Inc., of Summit, 

N.J., U.S.A., examples have been shown 

to us by John Somers, Ltd., of 142, Edg- 
ware Road, London, N.W.2. 

Power is provided by a canister of 
liquid Freon under pressure, and replace- 
ment “packaged power” cams may be 
fitted to the compact and well-made horn 
and valve. The trigger is shaped so that 
short blasts can be made or, should a 
continuous distress note be desirable, for 
example when used on a motorboat or 
yacht, the trigger can be extended forward 
and the horn can be left sounding con- 
tinuously. 

The note is sonorous, powerful and of 
marine quality, With full canister to give 
300 two-second bursts at 110/115 deci- 
bels, the horn is light and compact enough 
to be carried easily in a large pocket. The 
horn should be operated in a near up- 
right position, otherwise liquid from the 
power pack is released instead of the gas, 
and much of it can be wasted. The price

Multibeam Switch 
ONTINENTAL-TYPE' switches 


which provide several variations on 
the usual off-side-head positions, including 
the flashing of head lights for signalling at 
night, have proved very attractive to 
motorists in this country; the K.L. Multi- 
beam steering column or facia switch is, 
therefore, a timely introduction. 

It is a four-position switch; the lever 
moves north and south, as it were, with 
spring-loaded return as soon as finger 
pressure is released, and it also has east- 
west movement, from which it is can- 
celled by finger pressure. The east-west 
movement can be applied to the operation 
of direction indicators, or to other elec- 
trical accessories such as driving lamps, 
and the north-south movement, with 
spring return, is ideal for such applica- 
tions as when it is desired to flash head 
lamp beams. 

The switch is supplied with full direc- 
tions for wiring in a number of varying 
circuits, giving flashing on main or dipped 
beams, or both. If main beam flashing 
is required, a relay is available which will 
enable the switch to key in and out the 
heavy current involved. Another possi- 
bility would be to wire the horn in, say, 
the north movement and the head lamp 
main beam in the south movement, so that 
the same control would give horn note or 
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The air collector of the Re-Mis-Go demister, which is strapped on top of the exhaust pipe; and

Battery Filler 


N ANY car batteries are so placed that 
it is extremely difficult to check the 
level of electrolyte, or to top up with dis- 
tilled water to the recommended level. A 
recent product of the Buckland Battery 
Co., Hersham Trading Estate, Walton-on- 
Thames, Surrey, is an ingenious filler 
comprising a flexible plastic bottle with 
screw cap. To it is attached an 18-in 
length of flexible plastic tube and a 
nozzle which, when it touches the tops 
of the battery plates, automatically adjusts 
the fluid level to jin above them. 

As the bottle is squeezed, it injects 
distilled water, and when the pressure is 
released, sucks back any which is above 
the }in level, removing the necessity to 
see into the battery cells or, indeed, pro- 
vide any more clearance over them than 
is required to remove the battery caps. 
Selling at 5s 9d, this appears to offer very 
good value. 


Kilo Tyre Readings 


iw is an advantage to the tourist that 
the Pressographe tyre gauge has 
Continental kilogramme pressures as well 
as Ib sq in.

Fairthorpe Electron Minor 


a prototype of the Fairthorpe Electron Minor was 

offered to The Autocar recently, so that we might 
have experience of this tiny, unknown quantity and make 
a progress report on it. 

This version was a 24-seater tourer with Standard Ten engine 
and gear box. It was fitted, for £63 extra, with a Laycock-de 
Normanville overdrive, and the engine has a modified 2-car- 
burettor manifold; a cockpit heater had also been added. In 
appearance the car, largely of plastic construction, was as ex- 
hibited at the Earls Court Show. 

Dimensions are given in the brief specification, where refer- 
ence is made also to the coil-spring suspension; the rear shock 
absorbers were set harder than would be the case with produc- 
tion models. Girling provide the drum brakes. 

In expressing first opinions based on the views of several 
staff drivers, it should be made clear that reliability and dura- 
bility have to be established over months and years in service 
—we had the car for a week. 

From the point of view of general specification, the Electron 
Minor is attractive. A small but roomy sporting 2-seater, 
weighing a little over llcwt and powered by the smooth and 
willing Standard Ten engine, is a sensible basis. The price (£479 
basic (£720 total) is moderate. The car has a very short wheel- 
base (6ft 9in) and quite wide track (4ft lin) and its road-holding 
is good and safe up to maximum performance. The steering 
is quite light and high-geared and the car is directionally stable. 
The steering column is angled slightly toward the centre line 
of the car, but this causes no discomfort. A turning circle on 
a 27ft “sixpence” is very convenient, and the Electron can be 
parked almost anywhere. 

The front suspension suits the car well; it is firm without 
being harsh, and there is the minimum of roll, however much 
the car is thrown round a corner. The rear suspension is 


Aer a considerable period of study, design and trial, 
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pleasant on normal road surfaces but the over-stiff setting of 
the dampers, already referred to, becomes apparent in a hard 
ride and in some hop when cornering on rough roads. 

No great effort is required to stop a mere half ton, but the 
brakes perform smoothly and particularly powerfully, and the 
driver quickly feels able to depend upon them. 

Most people would want the gear lever (as fitted to the Stan- 
dard) shortened by about 3in to fall level with the steering 
wheel rim. The box and change themselves are slick and 
sweet. Coupled with the use of the overdrive in all four gears, 
ratios are available for the most exacting driver. In practice 
one can select second or third gear in traffic, according to its 
density and speed, and drive mainly on the overdrive switch. 
As soon as the road clears, top-gear performance is adequate and 
flexible. Overdrive top is very high for a small engine (19.8 
m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m.) yet the car is tractable in it from 30 
m.p.h. upwards. There is usually a slight delay before over- 
drive comes in when accelerating through the ratios. 

Brief performance figures for a car which A. V. M. Bennett, 
director of Fairthorpe, Ltd., describes as below average in power, 
are still good. Standing start to 60 m.p.h., two up, in 17.9 sec 
is very pleasing in such a car; standing quarter-miles in 21 sec 
are also creditable. The maximum speed in good conditions 
should be around 80 m.p.h. 

There are a number of small points of criticism, some of which 
may already be met in production designs. Under-bonnet con- 
ditions are somewhat primitive; door fit looks below standard 
on the plastic shell; the side screen top frame and windscreen 
top corners are in the direct line of vision for most drivers, 
and would be better raised by at least an inch, regardless of the 
effect on appearance. 

We doubt also if it is practical, in these days, to omit bumpers, 
or at least protecting strips fore and aft. The boot space and 
size of the fuel tank, however, are commendable on so small a

vehicle; they are matched by the ample seating and leg space 
for the two grown-up passengers. 

A racy exhaust note is a matter of personal preference, but 
if there is to be throaty resonance, it is perhaps best to arrange 
it in the 40 m.p.h.-and-above speed range; this Electron Minor 
gives voice at about 30 m.p.h. and attracts attention undesirably 
in built-up areas. On the open road the note is crisp and 
exhilarating. 

All-weather equipment—hood, screwed-in side screens and the 
fixed, wide, curved windscreen—is good. In very cold, wet 
weather the driver kept dry and comfortable, and he ould see 
just enough for safe manceuvring in dense traffic. Traffic indi- 
cators would have been appreciated. 

To summarize, most of our drivers enjoyed their experience 
at the wheel of the Electron Minor—they had fun, in fact. All 
felt, on the basis of experience of this prototype, that there were 
a number of details of design and finish which required further 
attention 

The small, safe, lively, economical-to-run sporting car costing 
no more than £750, into which the Electron Minor can be 


developed, would be the answer to many young people’s prayers. 
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Above: The engine bay contains a “‘ doctored "’ 
twin-carburettor, Standard Ten unit between 
plastic sidewalls, and the radiator header tank 
is separate from the block. Unexpectedly the 
boot can accommodate two good-sized suit 
cases and some additional soft luggage.

ing cars indoors under.“ road conditions.” 
Two men are needed to operate the 
equipment itself and the vehicle under 
test; facing one is an imposing control 
panel, facing the other the facia of the 
car, but the plant itself primarily consists 
of a formidable array of machinery under 
the floor. 

This development overcomes difficulties 
occasioned by adverse weather conditions, 
and enables measurements to be made

which could not be obtained in the course 
of normal road testing. The Ethyl com- 
pany is wholly owned by the major oil 
companies, and is responsible for the 
production of tetra-ethyl-lead, probably 
the most important anti-knock ingredient 
in use, for all of them. Whereas the 
research departments of individual oil 
companies are concerned with every 
aspect of oil and its by-products, Asso- 
ciated Ethyl are primarily concerned with 
the application of petrol and its addi- 
tives. They are interested in the precise 
octane requirements of each new model, 
and their researches include engine life 
on current grades of fuel and the effect 
of experimental blends. 

Cars and commercial vehicles pass 
through their hands for relatively quick 
checks on octane requirements, while a 
selected few may remain on test for a 
period of years. Whichever routine may 
apply to a particular car, the vehicle is 
first subjected to a full test on the road. 
The data collected is then transferred to 
the new plant. 

The car on test has its front wheels 
firmly anchored, while those at the rear 
rest on rollers; either the car’s engine 
can be made to drive the rollers, or a 
motor under the floor can drive the car’s 
wheels. The rollers feed through q two- 
speed axle and a series of inertia weights 


to a dynamometer; axle ratio and inertia 
weights are selected to suit the character- 
istics of the car on test. From the 
dynamometer power is carried through 
another two-speed axle to a fan, from 
which the air output is ducted back to 
the car’s radiator for normal cooling. 

Crossing the drive from the dynamo- 
meter to the fan-driving axle is the power 
train from a 100 b.h.p. motor used for 
driving the car’s wheels when required; 
the power is fed through a dynamic slip 
coupling to the rollers on which the car’s 
driving wheels ‘rest. 

When setting the apparatus, the tech- 
nicians examine the figures obtained on 
road test; if, for example, the car would 
accelerate on top gear from 40 to 60 
m.p.h. in 20sec, then the power absorp- 
tion of the plant is set so that the car on 
test is just capable of achieving the same 
result when its wheels are driving the 
rollers. Similarly, the maximum speed 
attainable on the road, and the accelera- 
tion time from a standstill to the maxi- 
mum, are faithfully reproduced when 
driving the rollers. 

At this stage some interesting measure- 
ments can be made. The actual h.p. 
delivered at the road wheels can be 
established, and by running up the 
auxiliary motor to drive the car at a 
predetermined set speed and then auto- 
matically cutting the car’s ignition, the 
power loss in the engine and transmission 
can be isolated. The precise effect on 
performance of any changes in the 
character of the fuel used can be 
measured at once and, if it is considered 
desirable, an engine can then be put on 
a special rig for endurance testing. 

Of course, there are many finer points 
to the plant, believed to be the only one 
of its type in Europe, and the only one 
in the world capable of covering every- 
thing from a baby Renault to a heavy 
commercial vehicle. (The Americans do 
not have to consider small cars to any 
great extent.) Temperature control is 
precise, both of the car and appropriate 
units of the plant, and the degree of 
automatic adjustment, particularly in set- 
ting up for a specific car, is very impres- 
sive. 

Backing the new plant are more ortho- 
dox research laboratories, with their test 
rigs, and the machines for quickly 
measuring the octane rating of any fuel 
by the Research or Motor methods. At 
Bletchley a high degree of ingenuity is 
being used to improve the fuels, and in 
co-operation with manufacturers, the 
engines of tomorrow’s cars.

performance is less popular now than it used to be; of course, 

concentration on the development of normally aspirated 
engines for racing—since the war, Grand Prix formule have 
favoured the unblown engine—has a great deal to do with it. But 
such matters need not concern the owner of a family car who 
wants a little more performance. Nor does he need to consider 
the high boost pressures of racing engines, which according to 
the type of supercharger employed, may reach 30 Ib sq in. 
Pressures of 4 to 8 lb sq in above atmospheric give a consider- 
able increase in power by reason of the improved filling of 
the cylinders. Modest forced feeding can bring considerable 
returns from a normal production engine without detriment. 

It is difficult to generalize on effects of supercharging on 
reliabiliry and rate of wear. Obviously it would be folly to 
supercharge a well-worn or unroadworthy model, while some 
designs are more suited to, and give greater gains from, the 
treatment than others. 

Low-pressure supercharging, although increasing maximum 
cylinder pressures, gives increased power output at lower engine 
speeds compared with an unmsupercharged engine with raised 
compression ratio. Increased wear and tear, when it does take 
place, can often be attributed to the driver consistently taking 
advantage of the enhanced performance, and driving the car 
harder and faster than is usual. 

Greater heat flow to the water jackets is inevitable, but most 
cooling systems are well able to take care of this, and over- 
heating is rare. In many instances, improving the breathing 
without resorting to supercharging results in better torque at 
high r.p.m., though at the expense of output at lower speeds. 
With supercharging this disadvantage is not experienced; in 
fact, flexibility and low-speed pulling are invariably improved. 
Mixture distribution inequalities between one cylinder and 
another are overcome by the supercharger, which also aids the 
mixing of fuel and air and gives a higher rate of gas flow in the 
induction manifold. 

Higher final drive gears are often desirable if the best use is 
to be made of the extra torque. The supercharged Morris 
Minor 1000 which is the subject of this article has been fitted 
with an alternative 42 to 1 crown wheel and pinion in place 
of the standard 4.55 to 1 unit. With its excellent steering and 
stability, and delightful, central-lever gear box, the Minor is 
rewarding material to work on. The owner, D. Griffiths- 
Hughes, a precision engineer who lives in Carshalton, is a 
believer in supercharging. He has also a DB2-4 Aston Martin, 
to which he has fitted a blower—a very potent combination 
which will be described on another occasion. 

Work carried out on this Morris engine has not been con- 
fined entirely to the fitting of the supercharger. After the engine 
had been run in, an Alexander-modified cylinder head was 
fitted; the normal work of reshaping and polishing combustion 
chambers and ports was done, but the compression ratio was 
left at 8.3 to 1. A plain copper gasket was fitted. The 4.2 to 1 
final drive was also obtained from Alexander Enginecring. 

Modification of the exhaust system consisted of fitting a 
Servais three-branch manifold, and the hot-spot was omitted 
—a straight outlet being arranged from the siamesed ports for 
cylinders two and three. A larger than normal tail pipe was 
supplied, the silencer being shortened by 6in and fitted at the 
extreme end. This arrangement was found to give an increase

in tractive effort of 20 lb per ton, by Tapley meter, compared 
with mounting the silencer in the normal position. 

The supercharger selected was a Roots type manufactured 
by the North Downs Engineering Co., who supply superchargers 
for many makes of cars. They had not previously installed one 
in a 1000, though they had done so for the earlier model. 
This meant that a little adaptation was needed, mainly to accom- 
modate the larger carburettor of the latest engine, the original 
instrument being used. The supercharger, manifold, brackets 
and oil pipes were supplied at a cost of about £80. 

Drive to the blower is by rubber vee-belt from the front of 
the crankshaft, with a free pulley on the slack side to adjust

tension. A copper pipe is taken from the oil pressure gauge 
union on the cylinder block to a restrictor on the casing, for 
metered lubrication of the drive gears. A drain pipe allows 
surplus oil to return to the sump. The boost gauge was an 
extra, costing £2 5s. Driven at 1.5 times engine speed, the super- 
charger gives a maximum boost of 8 Ib sq in. The standard 
breather in the rocker box cover is connected by flexible pipe 
to the intake side of the carburettor. It was not found neces- 
sary to have special plugs. 

Starting from cold seemed just as easy as on the standard 
Minor under similar weather conditions. Tick-over when warm 
is at a slightly higher speed than usual; with most supercharged 
cars it is not possible to make them idle very slowly. 

It was soon obvious, from the beginning of a run up Al to 
Huntingdonshire, that acceleration was greatly improved. High 
revs were not needed to get results, though it was noticed that 
near the maxima in the gears the engine smoothness evident 
at lower speeds was maintained. 

There was audible evidence of the supercharger gears at work 
—a pleasant whine most noticed during acceleration, followed 
by a quieter air intake roar as speed built up. These signs of 
the machinery at work were not loud enough to be tedious on 
a long journey and cease to be noticed at all after an hour or 
two on the road. It was difficult to hear the car radio, but this 
was mainly because of body resonance from the tyres on certain 
surfaces, and wind noise. ‘The Editor said that it all reminded 
him of the sounds inside the cockpit of a Meteor Fighter when 
the engines are being run-up. 

Cruising speed was an effortless and comfortable 60-70 m.p.h., 
aided by the higher-geared back axle. Delightfully responsive 
to the throttle, even if slammed wide open, the engine could 
not be made to pink on premium fuel. 

It was instructive to watch the antics of the boost gauge— 
flicking from full minus boost on overrun to a positive reading 
during acceleration, depending on the throttle opening and 
engine speed at the time. Zero boost was seen at about 50 
m.p.h. in top gear and the highest reading obtained was plus 
8 Ib sq in during acceleration tests. 

The engine tended to run too cool even during hard driving. 
With part of the radiator blanked off, the highest reading shown 
on the thermometer was 165 deg Fahrenheit.

Other motorists, unaware of the Minor’s hidden talent until 

either left behind as the traffic lights changed or passed un- 
expectedly, often showed their surprise, some being spurred on 
to greater efforts themselves. Drivers of heavier metal some- 
times looked quite offended. 

A disadvantage of cars that go faster than it appears they 
should is that approaching or waiting drivers may misjudge 
the closing rate, and due allowance has to be made for this. 

A direct performance comparison with the standard Minor 
1000 is given in the accompanying table. It should be remem- 
bered that the blown car is higher geared than the standard one 
and has plenty of r.p.m. in hand at its maximum level speed. 
An improvement of 12.2sec in the standing start, acceleration 
from 0-60 m.p.h., and a reduction of 2.8sec in the elapsed time 
for the standing quarter mile, give a good idea of the potency 
of the supercharged car. 

That improvement is not confined to performances when 
maximum revs are used is shown by the shorter times for 
accelerating from 30-50 m.p.h. and 40-60 m.p.h. in top gear, 
for example. This is evidence again of the excellent flexibility 
and low-speed pulling power of the supercharged engine. It 
was clear that there would be some improvement in maximum 
speed, but conditions were against getting the best results. 
However, during a run of limited distance with slight assistance 
from the wind, a true 80 m.p.h. was obtained, and 76 m.p.h. in 
the opposite direction, a mean of 78 m.p.h. This was when 
carrying two occupants and test equipment. These top-speed 
figures could certainly be improved upon, given a longer clear 
stretch in which to work up speed. 

Chassis-wise, the Minor does not seem to be at all over-taxed 
by this greater performance. Brakes are well up to their task, 
and road-holding—a strong point with the model—gives con- 
fidence. It is always pleasant to enjoy again the Minor’s steer- 
ing—precise and accurate, though the tremor common to rack 
and pinion steering shows itself at higher speeds, indicating the 
importance of correct wheel balance. 

In towns one can trickle through at low engine speeds in 
third or top gear without attracting any attention, and generally 
the car is so tractable, quiet and free from fuss that shopping 
and similar excursions are all part of its daily work. 

Fuel consumption is affected by supercharging. The figure 
we obtained over a distance of about 138 miles of mainly hard 
driving was 26 m.p.g. With the standard car, under similar road 
conditions, 36 m.p.g. would probably be obtained, though not 
with such speed or acceleration, of course. The blown car will 
in turn approach 30 m.p.g. if driven less hard. 

Mr. Griffiths-Hughes believes in using a mixture slightly 
richer than normal on his supercharged cars—a precaution to 
safeguard pistons and valves—and his air-fuel ratio of 12 to 1 
was determined with the use of an exhaust gas analyser. He 
produced the correct profile on the S.U. carburettor needle 
himself. Certainly the car has given much pleasure to him 
and also to his wife, who uses it daily. We, too, were glad of 
the opportunity for a day’s motoring in it, and sorry to relin- 
quish it for less deceptive methods of transport.

False Readings 


URING the snow period a col- 

league recorded 111 miles for a 
familiar journey, known to be 96 by 
the car’s speedometer in the normal 
way. suppose the error must be 
much greater, from wheelspin, in a 
snowy Monte Carlo Rally like the last, 
and it must complicate navigation and 
the accurate timing of arrival at controls 
very considerably. 

People complain of inaccurate instru- 
ments in normal circumstances. I 
have noticed that many even go to the 
trouble to correct any flattery of the 
car’s speed imposed on the instrument 
makers by the car makers: I presume 
that there is the same profit in making 
an accurate calibration or an optimistic 
one on the dial, for the figure-painters 
must get the same rates for both jobs. 

I have observed this flattering factor 
in the mileage recording department of 
speedometers. It gives better average 
speed and fuel consumption figures, 
so perhaps it is not surprising that there 
are few complaints. 


Teddy-can 


NACCURACY in fuel gauges is a 

different matter, and arouses general 
fury. To be on the safe side, these 
things may say “empty” when you can 
still motor twenty miles. Relying on 
this, I recently ran dry in a strange 
car on the Kingston By-pass. Busy as 
it is, its buses are as infrequent as they 
are in the remotest Highlands, but I 
got to a filling station. 

There they willingly sold me a gallon 
of petrol, but charged a deposit on the 
anti-freeze tin supplied to hold it. 
Learning that I was to return to the 
car by bus, they informed me of the 
ban on petrol tins in buses, and kindly 
wrapped that tin in some paper so 
appalling that the conductress gave it a 
dirty look, but did not suspect it as 
petrol. 

Practical hint and tip: if you have 
your own spare-petrol can, disguise it 
as a beer keg, a monstrous Thermos 
flask, or a Teddy Bear. Do not let it 
look like a petrol can; even styling can 
have practical uses, sometimes.

WAPPING notes’ with other 

drivers, I find that I am not alone 
in hearing a great surge and swish from 
the petrol tank of many cars. Besides 
making tanks so very wide and shallow, 
so that the fuel gauge does not stand 
much chance of recording accurately 
and the froth has no escape except by 
the filler pipe in reverse direction, are 
manufacturers also omitting baffles of 
any kind in the interest of weight sav- 
ing and production economy? 

There used to be a kind of very fine 
petrol gauge which had a column of red 
liquid, instead of an unreliable needle 
driven presumably by electricity. In 
the old cars that I owned, the principle 
was always defeated by the fact that the 
red liquid had escaped in some way, so 
that the reading was always a pessi- 
mistic zero. I once replaced the miss- 
ing liquid with red ink, but the results 
were erratic and disappointing 


* Ruining New Cars? 

NEWSPAPER cutting sent by a 

reader records a prosecution of a 
new car delivery driver, who was said 
to have exceeded a speed limit, and to 
have reached at times speeds up to 52 
m.p.h.

There have been many articles point- 

ing out that the way to run-in a new 
engine is to keep it slipping along 
quickly and lightly, avoiding very high 
speeds but also avoiding heavy pulling 
at low speeds.

Foolish Capsize 


CCORDING to a Belgian judge, a 
driver was at fault when he in- 
jured passengers by swerving to avoid 
a small dog, and overturning his car. 
It would not have constituted a hazard 
if he had run over it; if the dog had 
been bigger, it might have constituted a 
hazard, and he would have been justi- 
fied in trying to avoid it, said the judge.

My thought is that I love dogs, but 
women and children more. The little 
dog is very nimble, far more so than a 
car, and he does not overturn and in- 
jure himself in leaping to safety, 
warned by the howl of braking. If he 
crouches in panic, you can run over 
him. safely, spanning him with the 
wheels, for he is so small. 

In fact, dogs play a great part in 
accident statistics, and it is only a 
matter of time before the Law makes us 
keep Fido chained up in the loft. Could 
dog-lovers and owners do anything? 

Certainly they could. I have re- 
corded the wise old dogs of Wands- 
worth (the survivals of the fittest) who 
use pedestrian crossings and make 
signals to motorists. But you can make 
a young dog wise. Do not jay-walk; 
act “ fear of cars,” and treat jay-walking 
aS a greater crime than insults to the 
drawing-room carpet. Even the wisest 
little dogs are stupid by human stand- 
ards, but they have enough sense to 
rely on human intelligence.

In 
deciding whether to light them or rely upon 
head lights we must consider not yesterday's 
trafic, but tomorrow’s,

new cars is now understood to be 
approaching the previous highest figure 
of 900,000, which was recorded on 
1 March 1956.

| OES the “Three Rivers Country” 

convey the impression of a tourists’ 
paradise? It will, if plans now being 
laid in the north-east of England are 
successful. The three rivers are the 
Tweed, the Tyne and the Tees, and 
their watersheds lie in lovely touring 
countryside which, the North East Indus- 
trial and Development Association 
believes, is not nearly well enough known. 
From Berwick in the north to Scar- 
borough in the south and far enough in- 
land to take in the Border country, 
Hadrian’s Wall and the Yorkshire Dales 
lies the area which, on the recommenda- 
tions of a Committee of Inquiry is to be 
publicized by a newly formed North East 
Tourist Board. 

According to the Committee’s report, a 
million people from overseas visited Great 
Britain from 1955 to 1956, and this figure 
is expected to increase by ten per cent 
annually. No more than ten thousand of 
these stay in the north-east, and many of 
them for only one day, because the attrac- 
tions of the area are insufficiently known.

FLARLIER this week a Soviet scientist 
— predicted that in the remote future 
cars would be developed to run on current 
from overhead or underground electric 
power lines without connection to the 
cables.

Parking Meters. From the outset Earl 
Howe and Lord Teynham, chairman of 
the Automobile Association, have both 
been opponents of parking meters, and 
neither has yet given up hope of convert- 
ing the Government to their point of 
view. Earl Howe in particular has been 
using the forum of the House of Lords 
to voice his disagreement and to cham- 
pion the Blue Zone system which is 
proving so satisfactory in Paris. 

Now, as additional armament, he has 
been informed that the cost of installing 
the meters in Westminster will amount 
to between £30 and £40 per meter, and 
there are to be some 650, with an 
additional 515 in the St. Marylebone 
scheme. Westminster City Council pro- 
pose to appoint eight attendants and one 
supervisor to patrol the parking meter 
streets, and they estimate that £16,000 
a year will be needed to maintain, re- 
pair and supervise the meters, In view 
of this very considerable expenditure he 
appealed again to the Minister of Trans- 
port to reconsider the scheme. 

Lord Mancroft, for the Government, 
said that parking meters must be given 
a trial, to see if they worked. Cer- 
tainly it is clear that a great deal is going 
to depend on the reception which motor- 
ists give to parking meters when they 
begin to appear on the streets. The 
inevitable prospect is that they will clear 
parked cars from some streets at the cost 
of greatly increased parking congestion 


Institute conference. He claimed that the 
car of the future would be made to fly 
two feet or more from the ground (as 
illustrated above), it would be powered 
by a gas turbine engine driving ducted 
fans. These would not only lift the 
vehicle, but would also propel, steer 
and brake it.

Residential Parking. Leave has been 
given by the House to Mr. Iremonger to 
introduce his Bill to regulate the parking 
of cars in residential streets. However, 
it is to be hoped that when he drafts the 
Bill he will cut out the idea of a licensing 
system with fees, giving motorists the 
right to park outside their premises in 
return for payment. 

What is really needed, and much over- 
due, is an overhaul of the law of 
obstruction, to provide a distinction be- 
tween parking in busy city streets, which 
does obstruct traffic, and parking in de- 
serted residential backwaters, which 
clearly does not. In present circum- 
stances the police are left to make the 
distinction for themselves, by turning a 
blind eye to long-term parking in places 
where no obstruction is caused. 

Mr. Iremonger’s Bill includes the more 
worthy proposition that the Minister of 
Transport should make a full inquiry into 
the problem of the thousands of car 
owners who depend for their garaging 
arrangements on being able to park for 
indefinite periods by the kerbside in resi- 
dential areas. 

Consolidated Highways. A draft Bill 
to consolidate enactments relating to 
highways has been prepared and will be 
examined by a Committee which the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment has appointed.

Advantages of 


The Hobbs System 


WO-STROKE engines can be tem- 
peramental beasts in respect of 
sparking plugs; in some units, 

plugs need to be removed frequently for 
cleaning. The cause of the trouble is 
“ whiskering”—a bridging of the plug 
gaps occurring through several forms of 
metallic or carbon flake deposit, which 
analysis has shown to contain some of the 
electrode material. 

To overcome this difficulty a new 
ignition system has been developed by 
Parry Hobbs and Co., Ltd., and subjected 
to severe tests on heavily leaded fuels by 
Weslake and Co. The type of test fuel 
was similar to that used during the last 
war —* Pool”—and consisted of a low- 
grade fuel with a high tetraethyl lead con- 
tent to increase its octane rating. Such 
a proportion of tetraethyl lead accelerates 
the incidence of electrode build-up. 

In the Hobbs ignition system no change 
on the electrical side is needed except that 
the sparking plug is of a different con- 
struction. Instead of the usual central 
electrode, and earth electrode attached to 
the plug body, the plug has a single elec- 
trode only which is connected to the high- 
tension lead in the normal way. The 
earth electrode is a stud having a flattened 
side, and is fitted in the crown of the 
piston. As the piston nears the top of its 
stroke the two electrodes form a gap across 
which the spark occurs. With this arrange- 
ment it is claimed that the build-up of a 
carbon bridge becomes impossible, and 
the surface of the earth electrode is kept 
clean by the action of the spark. 

During comparative tests at Weslake’s it 
was found that the new system enabled an 
average of 89 hours’ running betweer

whiskering to be achieved; this is con- 
sidered a good figure with the type of fuel 
used. With an orthodox plug using the 
same fuel 59 hours per incident was 
achieved. One possible danger with this 
scheme is the chance that the live elec- 
trode could be damaged if a hard piece ol 
deposit, loosened from the cylinder head, 
was trapped between the two electrodes 


Low-tension Surface Discharge 


This new approach to ignition problems 
reminds me of the fact that development 
work on another system, namely surface 
discharge ignition, appears to be at a 
standstill—a regrettable state of affairs, as 
it has many advantages. Unfortunately it 
requires an entirely differént electrical 
system from those in present use. It has 
great promise, and it may be that capital 
investment for new plant to produce new 
ignition equipment is the only factor 
which is holding back its adoption. 

Surface discharge plugs are not unlike 
those in current use, but the electrodes 
are concentric rings and the spark can 
occur at any point around their periphery; 
this means a longer plug life because the 
area of metal over which pitting can 
occur is much greater Furthermore, 
there are no points to set, as the gap is 
determined by the manufacturer to suit 
the ignition system. These plugs are not 
subjected to fouling and they do not re- 
quire to be designed to run over a com- 
paratively narrow temperature band to 
achieve a self-cleaning effect. In other 
words, a much smaller range of plugs 
would be required to suit a variety of 
engines having varying compression ratios 
and operating temperatures. 


In the surface discharge system, the 
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ARRANGEMENTS

sparks are triggered by the release of elec- 
trical potential from a condenser which 
can receive its charge from a coil or 
magneto with a make and break mechan- 
ism, similar to those used at present, It is 
this basic principle of effecting the dis- 
charge by means of a condenser across the 
face of the plug which would require the 
redesign of present systems. 

As compression ratios increase they will 
require higher ignition voltages, which 
will make more difficult the problem of 
supplying this electrical pressure. The 
problems of ensuring satisfactory opera- 
tion at voltages of 16,000—a quite com- 
mon figure for a high performance engine 
—have so far been met. A surface dis- 
charge system would permit operation at 
comparatively low tension (of the order of 
2,000 volts), plug life would be improved, 
and certainly for two-stroke engines the 
problem of electrode whiskering would be

One or two tiny chips or scratches, which have been carefully 
yuched up, are the only flaws on the car’s otherwise perfect 
black paintwork; and although the chromium is not quite up 
to the same standard, the general external appearance is splendid. 
Inside, the carpets reveal faint signs of previous use on the 
iriving side of the front compartment, and the fawn, painted- 
netal facia is not unblemished. But the red leather of the 
xceptionally comfortable seats, the red plastic door trim and 
the plastic roof linings are all practically up to new car standards 

Power unit of the Austin Westminster is the B.M.C, series (¢ 
ngine, which has six cylinders and a capacity of 2,639 c.c. 
It is smooth throughout the speed range, and provides the car 
vith a performance that is much above what might be expected 
yf a six-seater family saloon which does not pretend to have 
porting characteristics.

The overall transmission ratio is high—equivalent to 19.8 

m.p.h, per 1,000 r.p.m.—and this and the silent running of the 

engine result in an ability to cruise effortlessly at high speeds. 

On the open road the Westminster settles down happily to a 

ustained 70 m.p.h., and at higher speeds up to the car’s 90 m.p.h. 

maximum there is no excessive noise, 

There were no indications that wear had affected the engine, 
ind the performance figures proved to be a little better than 
those of the model when tested new. No excessive play was 
detected in the transmission, and the back axle was silent. The 
gear box alone appeared to have deteriorated noticeably as a 
result of the mileage covered. The gear shift itself is imprecise, 
and there is a fair amount of free play. The synchromesh was 
powerfully effective; and apart from the usual dégree of whine 
on bottom and second, the intermediate ratios were quiet, though 
ut tickover in neutral a faint whirring noise could be heard 
from the gear box. Nevertheless, these criticisms alone do not 
ndicate that the wear in this unit is serious. 

Clutch take-up from rest was smooth, and both foot and 
hand brakes were powerful and in good adjustment. The sus- 
pension gave a very pleasant ride, and the dampers did_not 
ippear to have weakened appreciably. Over potholes and rough 
roads the suspension acted quietly, but on some surfaces con- 
siderable road rumble was transmitted to the body. 

A shade heavy in manceuvring, the steering is positive, and 
the car’s directional stability is such that at high speeds there 
is little wander even in a cross-wind. Above-average cornering 
is another of the Westminster’s good points. 

Erratic speedometers are a common fault of used cars, and on 
this one it was no exception. It was much improved by oiling 
the cable, and possibly a new cable would rectify the fault in 
this instrument, which was the only part of the car’s electrical 
and mechanical equipment not in faultless working order. 

Instruments are well placed directly in front of the driver, 
and are set in a dial which matches the speedometer. They

to the car—an electric clock. An aerial is fitted on the roof, but 
the radio has been removed. The fan of the heater is quiet, 
and the heating and demisting are thoroughly effective. 

Most of the hand tools are missing from the toolkit, but there 
are a wheelbrace, a jack and a hand pump, and clipped to the 
side of the luggage locker is a starting handle, which also serves 
to lower the spare wheel tray. All of the tyres are Dunlops. 
With the exception of the left front tyre, which is nearly new, 
they are approximately three-quarters worn 

Sound mechanical and body condition alone make this Austin 
Westminster a used car purchase for which there is a great deal 
to be said, but the test also recalled the other features of the 
car which commend it. The gear ratios are well chosen, and 
in particular, third gear provides a useful performance range 
from about 10 m.p.h. right up to 70 m.p.h., and is an excellent 
rauo for brisk overtaking. 

A factor which contributes to the car’s ease of control is the 
good all-round visibility and sensible driving position. The top 
of the steering wheel is sufficiently low not to intrude imo the 
driver’s forward vision, and both of the raised side lamps and 
the chromium surround of the air intake on the bonnet (which 
also carries the winged A motif) can be seen from the driving 
seat. All controls are well placed, though care has to be taken 
in switching off the wipers to ensure that the starter knob is 
not pressed in error. 

The A.90 gives the impression of a solidly built car which 
cannot easily be over-stressed, and for which a long, trouble-free 
life may be expected. To this is added the guarantee which 
Campbell Symonds apparently give on all their used cars, cover- 
ing materials and labour for three months. In this condition 
and at the price asked, the car stands out as exceptional value.

on 26 May 1950, which is three weeks short of six months be- 
fore the car was put on the road in New Zealand, thus giving it 
a life of 7 years 6 months and 11 days. How is this for a record? 

This battery was definitely not pampered—in fact very much 
the reverse. It was left practically flat for six months when the 
voltage control stuck and limited charging to 8 amp, following 
which it was charged by the car generator at maximum ammeter 
reading, and the liquid level not only checked very infrequently 
but allowed to fall half an inch below the plates on several 
occasions. Despite all this, two cells are still * * good ” on the 
testing instrument and the third is merely “ weak.” 

As a keen amateur, I do all my own servicing and minor 
repairs, and the only excuse I can offer for such shocking treat- 
ment is that the battery never aroused the slightest suspicion 
that it might want attention; each time I greased the car it was 
a case of “ Next time” for the battery. How I wish that I could 
buy another of the same make but, unfortunately, the powers- 
that-be say we must buy ones made locally.

Recently when driving through a 
large town at night, I was forced to get out of my car near a 
junction and walk back some way to an unlit direction sign, 
in order to find out my correct route. It occurred to me that 
some method similar to that used by the London Transport in 
the Underground could be adapted on the roads. This would 
mean that certain through routes would be marked with different 
coloured lights, so that traffic at night would merely follow the 
blue light for one route and the red light for another. There are, 
however, two disadvantages with this—first, the shortage of 
dominant colours to be used, and secondly, the fact that our 
roads are already too full of many different lights and neon signs, 
which would inevitably lead to confusion. 

However, with the introduction of Scotchlite perhaps some 
method could be found whereby reflectors at night could give 
off different colours on the signs, or failing that, little symbols 
like squares, triangles and circles, perhaps illuminated at night 
by cat’s eyes, either on the road or on the sign. These would be 
used in conjunction with the existing road signs to point a 
specific route through a big town. 

In any case, something should be done about the lighting of 
signposts at night in a simple way, particularly as the street lights 
of many great towns are turned oui after midnight.

Belisha Crossings 


Need for Central Islands. There appear to be a large number 
of Belisha crossings with no island in the middle. In wide streets 
this seems to be an unnecessary source of danger, particularly 
in busy traffic conditions where the driver’s attention is concen- 
trated on a relatively narrow area in front of him, and often it is 
impossible for a driver to see whether people are on the crossing 
at the opposite side of the road, especially where the opposing 
traffic stream may be heavy. This may be the cause of a number 
of accidents, and is probably a particularly dangerous feature 
in the case of drivers who may have a tendency towards “tube ” 
vision—a factor which is probably difficult to assess. There are 
many examples of this type of crossing, particularly in the South 
London area, where surfaces and traffic conditions are often 
treacherous. Whilst the presence of traffic islands is undesirable 
in cases where traffic is unnecessarily slowed down in narrow 
streets, I think this may be a case where the provision of a 
central island is essential. As the reduction of road accidents is 
an urgent problem I suggest that early action is worth considering.

Home-Made 


Mimiature Racing Car. I have just completed the building, 
as a hobby, of a miniature racing car. The machine is powered 
by a 32 c.c. Cyclemaster engine situated at the front; a chain 
from the engine picks up on a shaft which runs along close to 
the nearside chassis member. Behind the seat are two small 
sprockets which transfer the drive to a central final shaft and give 
it two alternative ratios by selection of either sprocket. The final 
drive is by Ferodo friction discs, the back axle being divided 
centrally and each half being fitted with a 7in Ferodo-lined disc, 
either of which can be engaged with a plain pinion which is on 
the end of the final drive shaft. It gives either forward or 
reverse movement, and as only one can be engaged at any time 
the other half of the rear axle revolves freely to obviate the 
necessity for a differential. Both axle shafts are fitted with brake 
drums which give good retardation. It has taken me about 
three years to build the model, but of course work has only been 
done at weekends and other odd times. Total cost of material 
is about £50—cost of labour quite fantastic! It was made for 
the son of a friend of mine to drive around on private ground; 
the work developed almost into a race between the growth of 
the car and that of the boy. I think I have just about won by 
a short leg.

Cutting the Automatic Choke. I quote the following from your 
Road Test report on the XK150 Jaguar (21 February): “ The 
mixture became over-rich before the starting carburettor cut out, 
and it was advisable to run the engine fast for a few minutes to 
clear it.” 

In fact there is, of course, a very simple way of terminating 
the automatic enrichment at any moment one chooses, although 
it was implied that your tester was not aware of this. All you 
do is to cut the ignition, and immediately switch it on again 
before the engine stalls. From my own observation it appears 
that by no means all Jaguar owners are familiar with this 
elementary means of maintaining upper-cylinder oil film during 
the critical cold-start period.

Burden Placed Unjaiviy on the Motorist The parked private 


car is always being blamed for the traffic congestion in London, 
and although one must admit it to be a contributory cause, 
closer examination shows that there are others of equal if not 


more importance. Private cars are mainly parked in side streets, 
squares and rarely on bus routes; how can they: possibly be 
blamed for delaying buses? We have seen frequent letters in the 
daily press suggesting this, and exhorting motorists to leave their 
cars on the outskirts and proceed by public transport. The 
P.R.O. for L.T.E. has endeavoured to bolster up his case with 
doubtful figures about cars usually containing one person, while 
buses can carry 50 or more. If this is correct, may we please 
have details of what action is being taken to remove from the 
central thoroughfares of London the large numbers of buses 
seen with only a few or even no passengers at all! To arrange 
a shuttle service, so reducing the numbers going through the 
centre, would seem to be an obvious solution, yet we are told 
that passengers do not like changing buses, so this is ruled out 
If this is so, why should motorists be expected to adopt the 
procedure? Removal of some of the surplus buses out of the 
rush hour would not only cause an enormous acceleration of 
traffic, but would also help to solve the L.T-E.’s staffing prob- 
lem. Remember that each of these buses has to stop at frequent 
intervals, which causes an obstruction, if it does not bring traffic 
to a definite halt. 

The next point is the indiscriminate parking of commercial 
vehicles. The unloading concession is used as am excuse, and 
honoured in the breach more than the observance, yet the police 
seem to take no action. One repeatedly sees blatant examples of 
this; at times I have been so exasperated by the selfishness ex- 
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miles of driving on continental roads and, in any event, is a 
point upon which many others will be well advised to check 
before completing their plans. In addition, perhaps other readers 
may have some helpful information on this question from their 
experiences last year.

Chromium Plating 


Invitation to the Factory. If Mr. Radford (24 January) can 
spare the time to visit the Vauxhall factory, I should be very 
happy to show him just how wrong he is in his views about 
modern chromium-plating—at least on one make of car. Beneath 
the chromium-plated parts of a Vauxhall Victor, for example, is 
a layer of nickel that weighs about 2 Ib per car; beneath the 
nickel is almost the same weight of copper. 

This company has spent more than £1 million in the last 
two years to increase its plating capacity and improve plating 
quality. During the fully automatic process, the t operation 
is thorough chemical cleaning of the metal parts to be plated. 
A 0.00lin coating of copper is then deposited electrolytically 
during a period of 65 minutes, after which the surface is polished 
to close up any minute pores that may be present. After further 
cleaning, there follows a 60-minute period while the same 
thickness of nickel is deposited. Finally, a flashing of chromium 
0.00002in thick is applied. Quality tests are severe: plated 
external parts must withstand 96 hours’ exposure to a strong 
salt spray without rust spots appearing. 

Chromium for external bright parts is not, and never has been, 
deposited direct on steel. That method is used for engineering 
purposes (piston rings, cylinder liners, and the like) but for 
external parts it is too slow and does not provide an adequate 
thickness free of cracks. But there is no question of the 
chromium not adhering to the steel—ir adheres extremely well. 
Mr. Radford need have no fears about modern chromium-plating 
f it is properly carried out; its quality is at least as high as that 
used on pre-wal cars.

hibited by commercial drivers that I have drawn police attention 
to it, only to get an evasive reply. Obviously such individuals 
are not affected by public opinion, and if the police take no 
action, who else can? Any London motorist will give you 

a dozen examples of commercial vehicles left in awkward posi- 
tions On main roads, not merely for a few hours, but often for 
the greater part of the day. Other cases frequently occur of 
vehicles unloading—or even left for periods—at front entrances 
when a rear entrance exists, using the main road when a side 
road would be just as convenient, or just “double parked ” when 
there is a gap a few yards away. Surely all police ought to be 
instructed to warn such drivers immediately, before they get into 
bad habits. 

Next important point is the difficulties caused by local authori- 
ties with obstruction mania—believe me, many of them have it! 
The peculiar fact is that statistics show congestion causes acci- 
dents, yet so many road layouts seem to be planned with a 
view to impeding the flow of traffic and thus causing congestion. 
I refer to the many cases where kerbs are built out to make 
corners more difficult, often causing large vehicles to overlap 
neighbouring traffic lanes because they can’t get round otherwise. 
There are innumerable traffic lights where a green turn left 
filter arrow would greatly help the flow of traffic; sometimes there 
is even room to put an escape road clear of the lights, yet how 
few there are of these. One wonders who plans some of these 
layouts—obviously not men with any motoring ¢ i . Kerbs 
of many London streets are much wider than they need be, and 
in innumerable places bus bays, service roads or even just a few 
extra feet could be given to the traffic space. Local authorities 
ought to be working on these night and day; many of them re- 
quire so little work, yet it is an exception to see such improve- 
ments being undertaken, Arig 

I have attempted to show that the private motorist is not 
entirely responsible for London congestion, though he is blamed 
for it. No doubt the authorities found a convenient scape 
and the motoring organisations do not adopt a sufficiently militant 
attitude. It is a pity that the A.A. does not recruit one or two 
men brought up in the hard school of trade union bargaining 
—things would then be very different; I am not a member my- 
self, but I have an enormous respect for them—they know what 
they want, and very often get it. The A.A. seems to retire gra 
fully at the first signs of official opposition. The only 
light in this dark world has been the motoring papers, who re- 
peatedly put forward the facts for those who want to see.

N interesting interview was published 
recently in Automotive News (one 
of our leading trade journals) which 
throws some light on near-future U.S. 
passenger car suspensions. Interviewed 
was William Allison, suspension engineer 
for 22 years with Packard and Hudson, 
and, as an independent engineer, inventor 
of the unique “interdependent” torsion 
bar suspension system used on the ’55-’56 
Packards. 

Mr. Allison thinks that air suspension 
will be a failure. He foresees the 
numerous service problems in an area 
that has been trouble-free for years as a 
point of increasing sales resistance (after 
the novelty wears off). Air suspension 
will always be bound to have service and 
maintenance problems—and the Ameri- 
can car owner just is not ready for 
trouble here, along with the hundred 
other places where he has it. He also 
says the average repair shop is not 
equipped with either the facilities or 
know-how properly to service air sus- 
pension systems. He says this work is a 
“lab job.” Finally, the high-pressure air 
tank is a definite explosion danger in 
crashes, in his view. 

Mr. Allison feels the torsion bar, when 
combined with automatic body levelling, 
will do the job better for less money. 
His gimmick, of course, is the interde- 
pendent layout he has invented. He 
points out that optimum ride is still 
pretty much a matter of suspension 
natural frequency and relative front and 
rear rates (the front should have a some- 
what higher rate than the rear end). 
Torsion bars with automatic levelling can 
do the job as well as air springs; current 
air suspension layouts have natural fre- 
quencies ranging generally from 50 to 60 
c.p.m.—while Allison’s earlier Packard 
system ran in the 40-50 range. 

Furthermore, the interdependent lay- 
out is ideal for getting the desirable 
compound front and rear ride rates. (You 
will recall that this used one long torsion 
bar as the spring medium for both front 
and rear wheels on one side of the car. 
Jounce on the front wheel twisted the bar 
in the opposite direction from jounce on 
the rear wheel thus the opposite 
wheel acted as the reaction point for road 
bumps at either end of the car. The com- 
pound rate arrangement was merely a 
matter of adjusting lever arm lengths, 
and there is no question that this layout 
had unusual and desirable pitch charac- 
teristics. 

So another man’s opinion goes on the 
books; a lot of smart engineers in our 
industry tend to agree with Mr. Allison 
—especially over at Chrysler, where the 
torsion bar is king—but it will be a battle 
I hear now where American Motors is 
planning to offer something different in 
air suspension on their senior Rambler 
and Ambassador models in early °58. 
They will merely put air bags inside the 
rear coil springs and rig the deal to give 
automatic body levelling with different 
loads. (No air springs will be used on 
the front.) Seems like a lot of bother and 
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expense when you don’t even get half the 
potential benefits of true air suspension. 
It looks like a sales gimmick, but who 
knows where the “gimmicks” stop and 
the gadgets begin?

E talked about the new Chevrolet 

and Pontiac chassis recently. One 
interesting new chassis is that of the unit- 
construction Lincoln. This uses the 
conventional A-frame-coil spring front 
suspension, and the rear end is similar to 
the Chev-Pontiac layout, with long trail- 
ing arms splayed out from near the centre 
of the underbody to the rear axle ends. 
Coil springs or air spring units are set 
just ahead of the axle. Lateral location 
is by a Panhard rod 

Incidentally, Ford Motor makes quite 
a bit of this method of lateral location, in 
contrast to the GM system of either twin 
diagonal! lateral links or a central three- 
point arm pivoting at the centre of the 
axle housing. Ford uses the Panhard rod 
on all ’58 air suspension systems, and 
says it gives more positive control than 
more elaborate linkage systems; it’s 
cheaper, too. Actually testing and 
evaluating all these new suspension 
systems would make a very interesting 
project. 

Unit construction on the new Lincoln 
turned out to be more of an engineering 
problem than the engineers bargained 
for. The extreme length and lack of 
rigidity in the roof area made a real 
tough problem in beam and torsion stiff- 
ness. The overall body length here is no 
than 19ft lin, and wheelbase is 
10ft llin. Furthermore, there’s prac- 
tically nothing to transfer stress into the 
roof—no centre door pillar, and only a 
couple of spindly “ dog leg” front pillars, 
heavily cranked to allow for the huge 
wraparound windshield. In effect, the 
body is a box structure without a top— 
early test bodies actually collapsed on 
rough roads. Finally it proved necessary 
to add more than 1,000 Ib of heavy-gauge 
steel to get acceptable body rigidity on 
production models! Now I’m wonder- 
ing how this experience will affect the 
indicated trend to unit bodies in Detroit 


* * * 


HERE were some interesting brake 
developments on the ’58s. Buick has 
gone to aluminium drums on the front 
wheels only of senior .models. The 
aluminium is cast around an inner band 
of iron that acts as the lining friction 
surface; then this band is perforated with 
small holes so the aluminium actually 
comes right down to the rubbing surface, 
and conducts heat away from the lining 
directly, without having to absorb it 
through the iron liner 
Early versions of this drum gave a lot 
of trouble with uneven expansion, as the 
aluminium “teeth” would poke down 
beyond the iron surface and rip the lining 
to shreds. Apparently the problem was 
solved in the last four months before 


production (I don’t know how Inci- 
dentally, the outer drum muff is neatly 
finned (radially) for better heat dissipa- 
tion. I understand the new brakes have 
greatly improved what has always been 
a big problem with Buick—how to stop 
gracefully. 

The ’58 Lincoln is the first American 
car to use a really wide brake lining. 
The lining is a full 34in wide, in an 
llin drum. Manufacturers of some of 
our big cars have hesitated to follow the 
trend to 14in wheels because it generally 
meant reducing their drum diameter from 
12 to llin. A few have managed to 
squeeze 12in drums in 1]4in wheels 
but Lincoln engineers simply expanded 
the lining laterally. They now have 
262 sq in of lining area, highest in the 
industry (though not in relation to 
weight). The really big American brake 
developments are yet to come

NE slightly shattering—and possibly 

prophetic — innovation that went 
largely unnoticed in the new-model whirl 
was the new Goodyear size 11.00/14in 
luxury tyre, optional equipment on the 
*58 Chrysler Imperial. That llin tyre 
section is a huge thing, shaped like a 
doughnut. It’s a 6-ply rayon casing, and 
is rated at only 14 to 17 Ib/sq in pres- 
sure. Though the internal air volume 
is larger than the 9.50/14, 22 Ib counter- 
part, the lower inflation pressure reduces 
the actual air weight in the tyre by 30 per 
cent. They say the absorption of bumps 
is greatly improved, even with the two 
additional plies. Yes, it rides great 
but I cannot say the same for cornering! 
And where do we go from here?

Low Oil Level 


A new car, having 
been carefully run in, is then ‘serviced 
and, towards the end of the next 1,000 
miles, the car is found to be short of oil 
to the extent that the dipstick shows 
none at all, and the timing chain begins 
to make a metallic noise owing to dryness. 
Would this shortage of oil damage the car 
in any way, and would it tend to affect 
adversely the general smooth running of 
the car and shorten the effective life of the 
engine?

IT IS not necessarily serious if oil level 
does not show on the dipstick, if the 
pump is still submerged. However, noise 
from the engine indicating oil starvation 
is a different matter; there may be, for 
instance, scoring of the cylinders and 
scuffing of the piston rings. In this case, 
the vigilance of the owner in hearing the 
timing chain probably saved the situation 


Pass Light, Fog Light 

There is, I under 
stand, a regulation that a pass light must 
be mounted 2ft 2in above ground level 
to be legally used as a pass light, and not 
just as a fog lamp. Can I take it, there- 
fore, that if the pass light is mounted at 
this height it can also be used as a might 
driving light?

YES, you can use an auxiliary light if it 
is set at or above the legal height, at any 
time, not only in fog.

Starting Without a Starter 


I have heard 
several people talk of an old Rolls-Royce 
car engine which was said to contain 
twelve cylinders each of cast steel, with 
pistons of the same material lapped into 
them, making almost gas-tight joints. 
The engine could, therefore, be left for a 
reasonable period of time without the 
gases escaping from cylinders which were 
on the compression stroke. It was possible, 
therefore, I was told, to start the engine 
by flicking “the coil ignition,” so causing 
a spark, without the aid of the starter 
motor. Other people have said such an 
engine could not possibly have worked

The phenomenon of starting “on the 
switch” was quite everyday when cars 
had trembler coils giving a continuous 
spark. It was the custom with powerful 
racing cars of the Edwardian era, for in- 
stance (and large touring cars, for that 
matter), first to swing them over a few 
times with the ignition switch “off” and 
the carburettor flooded: then to climb 
into the driving seat, switch “on” and 
flick the advance lever, whereupon the 
engine would usually start automatically— 
especially if it had 6 or more cylinders 
This can sometimes be done with a 
normal coil ignition set, but not with 
nearly 6o much confidence 

Certainly the six-cylinder Rolls-Royce 
Silver Ghost, which ran from 1907 until 
the early ‘twenties, had a reputation for 
this stunt. It had very large cylinders 
with well-fitting pistons, and a very low 
compression ratio; with properly seated 
valves to hold some petrol-air vapour (but 
certainly no pressure) overnight, it will 
often perform in this way We can 
vouch for this phenomenon, having ex- 
perienced it on Rolls-Royce, Bugatti and 
Napier cars 


Weight Distribution 

Ho aoe weight 
distribution affect steering and handling? 
If 50 per cent front and 50 per cent back 
is the best, why do some cars have 47-53 
ratio and others, by the same makers 
42-58?

AMONG MANY factors which determine 
steering and handling characteristics, the 
distribution of weight between front and 
rear wheels is important. If a greater pro- 
portion of the weight is carried by the 
front wheels, this tends to give understeer 
Conversely, a greater proportion on the 
rear wheels gives over-steering. This is 
the reason for the change in handling of 
the same car with driver only aboard, 
compared with its behaviour with a full 
complement of passengers and luggage 
The reason in each case is that the greater 
the load on a pair of tyres, the greater are 
the slip angles produced at those tyres 
when cornering 

It is not possible to analyse the weight 
distribution figures for a number of cars 
and try to discover a reason for choice of 
a particular ratio The distribution 
between front and rear depends to a large 
extent on engine position. As one would 
expect, a frear-engined car is usually 
heavier at the back, and the current trend 
in front-engined cars, with the engine well 
forward in the chassis, is liable to give a 
concentration of weight on the front 
wheels. 

Many considerations other than those 
of handling qualities have to be taken into 


account when a car is designed, and major 
components have to be positioned so as to 
give maximum body space ina given size 
of vehicle. If it happens that weight dis- 
tribution is less than ideal, handling and 
steering characteristics can be controlled 
to a large extent by the design of front 
and rear suspension.

Carbon Build-up 


Is the compression 
ratio of a badly carboned-up engine in- 
creased to any appreciable degree— 
enough, that is, to make it worth while to 
run on a higher grade of fuel? 

London, S.W.1. j. N. 
THE ONLY measurements of carbon deposit 
versus compression ratio of which we are 
aware are those made by Mr. J. Swaine 
and reported in the I.M.E. Automobile 
Division Proceedings for 1947/8. 

In a combustion chamber which, when 
clean, had a compression ratio of 6 to l, a 
twenty “ thou ” in carbon deposit increased 
the ratio to 64 to 1 approximately, and a 
forty “ thou ” in deposit to 6.85. With a 
9 to 1 “clean” compression ratio, twenty 
“thou” in deposit raises it to 10 and 
forty “thou” in to 11 to 1. 

It does pay to run on higher grade fuel 
if the engine is carboned up, but unless 
the compression ratio is basically high this 
is more to obtain better, more even com- 
bustion in bad conditions than to avoid 
detonation due to high compression 

The use of high-grade fuel and oil in 
the first place will also postpone and, to 
some extent, avoid carbon formation.

Details of Vext Week's Big Event 


UR greatest rally of the year, the R.A.C. Raily of 
Great Britain, which is one of the qualifying events 
for the European Rally Championships, starts next 
fuesday morning from Blackpool, Hastings and, officially, 

: Touquet. In fact, though the Le Touquet starting point 

is introduced to encourage Continental entries, there are 
no starters from this point; first of the Blackpool cars leaves 
it 7 a.m. and the first of the Hastings contingent at 8.26 a.m.; 
iltogether, there are 205 entries. The two routes then con- 
erge at Prescott, the Bugatti Owners’ Club’s hill-climb in 
rloucestershire, for the first of a succession of 18 tests that 
ire scattered throughout the 1,800-mile route. 

From Prescott a common route leads to Chateau Impney, 
ear Droitwich, for the second Of the tests—also a hill-climb 
ind the start of the first “route card,” or navigation section, 
vhich leads through Wales almost to the south-western 
vefore wandering through the Welsh mountains northwards to 
Oulton Park. This difficult section will occupy the first night of 
the Rally—the Tuesday night—and will include further tests 
it Eppynt and Lydstep. 

The “route card” section will end at Corwen, some 50 miles 
from Oulton Park, whence competitors travel northwards via 
the Aintree circuit (with another test) to Blackpool; here, after 
yet another test, there is to be a rest period of some ten hours 
for all cars. The first car reaches Blackpool at 11.03 a.m. on 
Wednesday. 

Later on the same day, at 9 p.m., the column sets out again 
on the second of the “route card” sections which, by 
night, leads northwards through the difficult Lake District, 
where a braking test 1s to be included. The route then crosses 
the Scottish border and heads north-east towards Kelso and 
the Charterhall circuit, where the ninth test is staged. Still on 
the second “route card” section, the cars then head south, 
back into England to Otterburn Ranges, in Northumberland, 
for another test, and down to Scotch Corner, where there will 
be a meal halt at lunchtime on Thursday 

After Scotch Corner, where the navigation section ends, the 
route wanders across England, heading generally southwards 
through Croft (with a test on the airfield), Sherburn-in-Elmet, 
Chapel-en-le-Frith and the four famous racing Circuits at 
Snetterton, Mallory Park, Silverstone and Brands Hatch—with 
tests at each of these points; this section will include the third 
night on the road. 

From Brands Hatch the weary crews will head for the finish 
at Hastings, where they will arrive on Friday afternoon; finally, 
on Saturday morning, on the sea front at Hastings, comes the 
last test and the end of the Rally. 

Basically, the main difference between this year’s and pre- 
ceding R.A.C. Rallies is that the sections cf pure navigation 
‘driving from six-figure map reference to six-figure map refer 
ence on l-inch Ordnance Survey maps) have been dropped— 
largely in an attempt to attract the entries from the Continent. 
Unfortunately, Continental raliy drivers, accustomed to main- 
taining high average speeds in the lofty mountains of Europe 
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The R.A.C. Rally of Great Britain 


are discouraged by the 30 m.p.h. maximum average demanded 
by the police in this country, and the Continental entry is sparse 
indeed; there is a, single Swedish Saab. 

Though the pure navigation has been dropped, the so-called 
“route card” sections—for which printed route cards are issued 
to each car at the start of the section—will not be easy, parti- 
cularly as they pass through first Wales, and then the Lake 
District, during the first and second nights of the Rally; an 
extremely close watch on the relevant l-inch Ordnance Survey 
maps will be required on these sections, even though it will not 
be necessary to plot the route from map references, and 30 
m.p.h. becomes a formidable average to maintain over some of 
these stretches. : 

Purposely, the Rally has been planned so that by setting the 
tight sections in Wales and the Lake District in the middle of 
the night, the least possible inconvenience is caused to local 
inhabitants or other road users. On the sections for which 
route cards have not been issued, main roads will be used, on 
which the 30 m.p.h. will be comparatively easy to maintain 

As usual, the R.A.C.’s big event is living up to its reputation 
us the “Rally of the Tests.” Altogether, 18 of these are in- 
cluded, covering speed, acceleration-and-braking, hill-climbing 
and manceuvring, as well as high-speed tests on closed racing 
circuits. On most of the circuits—Oulton Park, Aintree, 
Charterhall, Snetterton, Mallory Park, Silverstone and Brands 
Hatch—the tests will consist of three high-speed laps, one from 
a standing-start, and two timed laps; those at Charterhall, 
Snetterton and Mallory Park will be in the dark 

Manceuvring tests will be at Blackpool, Hastings and at 
Chapel-en-le-Frith, where the Ferodo company is entertaining 
the entire entry to dinner on the Thursday evening. Rally 
headquarters at Hastings will be the Queen’s Hotel, and, at 
Blackpool, the Imperial Hotei.

MID the interest in the more en- 
lightened miniature cars—evident 
among enthusiastic protagonists 

and equally emphatic antagonists—I have 
had the good fortune in the last 15 
months to own two examples of the 
293 c.c. Goggomobil, and I have motored 
over 26,000 miles in them. My original 
saloon was traded in after some 13,000 
miles for the TS300 coupé with the 
Getrag gear box.

accounts of the R.A.C. Competitions 
Department have been made known 
Despite difficulties brought about by fuel 
rationing during the early part of the year, 
a total of 1,123 events were run under 
R.A.C. permit; the numbers of Restricted 
and International competition licences 
issued were 4,087 and 3,021 respectively, 
ind the number of R.A.C.-recognized 
clubs increased from 333 to 353 within the 
year 

The income of the Competitions 
Department, arising from club registra 
tion fees, competition licences and permits 
amounted to £13,834, and the expenses of 
the department totalled £16,755. In part 
they were restricted to this figure as a 
result of economies enforced during the 
period of petrol rationing; this economy 
will not, of course, be repeated during 
1958. The deficiency of £2,921 brings 
the total arising from the government of 
motor sport met by the Royal Automobile 
Club from its own resources since the end 
of the last war to £31,949. 

A brief analysis of last year’s expendi- 
ture is: salaries and wages, £7,211; 
printing and stationery, postage and tele- 
phone, £3,927; travelling including 
honorary officials), £2,405; rent, rates, in- 
surance, lighting, heating and office and 
other sundries, £3,842. These figures 
exclude the costs and charges—or any 
income arising from—R.A.C. events pro- 
moted by the Club 


AMONG THE INTERESTING sub- 
jects discussed at the annual conference of 
R.A.C.-recognized clubs last Friday (at 
which these figures were announced) were 
competition licences, limitation on the 
number of clubs invited to any one event, 
registration fees, and the restriction on the 
use of bridle ways and its effect on all 
motoring. 

On the subject of competition licences 
it was suggested that, instead of being— 
as they are now—a register of competitors, 
they should become certificates of an 
ability to drive. One delegate even went 
so far as to suggest that the form of 
application for a licence should have a 
space for all applicants to fill in their 
police court convictions—not a popular 
move. .As John Eason Gibson, secretary 
of the B.R.D.C., pointed out, some of the 
finest competition drivers in the world 
have numbers of convictions and en- 
dorsements. It was suggested that for 
rallies there should be some sort of 
endorsement on the back of the licence, 
in the same way that the endorsement on 
the back of an F.I.A, licence prevents one 
competing in National or International 
races until the requisite six club events 
have been completed satisfactorily. 

It was suggested also that club regis 
tration fees should be payable on a per 
capita basis. One of the noteworthy sug- 
gestions was that there should be a limit 
to the number of clubs that may be in- 
vited to any one event. Representative 
of the London M.C. quoted an example 
where no fewer than 36 clubs had been 
invited to compete in a Restricted event— 
turning it thereby into a National event in 
ill but mame and permit. One or two 
representatives told of seeing Press 
announcements that their clubs had been 
invited to compete in an event run by 
another club—without having heard of it 
from the club concerned and, worse still, 
on a date on which they were running 
an event themselves. Several delegates 
agreed that no more than seven, or, at 
most, ten, Gubs should be invited.
